predict the opportunity to redirect 
resources to those courses that have 
not had adequate staffing to meet the 
requirements for different majors.” 

One example of how staffing would • 
he affected is through the changes in 
the Mathematics requirements. Com¬ 
puter Science has been added as a 
requirement to both degrees, but the 
level of Mathematics required for 
the B.A. has been decreased. 

Smith said this would cause fewer 
sections of Mathematics, so more

On-campus 
services held 
for Devillers

The curriculum changes planned 
for the bachelor of arts and bachelor 
of science degrees in the School of 
Arts and Sciences were approved 
the Undergraduate Council of the 
Faculty Senate Tuesday. These 
changes, if approved by the Faculty 
Senate in October, may take effect 
next fall. 

Major changes in the degree re¬ 
quirements for the B.S. include the 


elimination of the minor as required 
by all departments and the addition 
of a Computer Science requirement 
Changes for the B.A. include reduc¬ 
tion of the Laboratory Science and 
Mathematics requirements. (See box 
on Page 9). 

\ Arts and Sciences faculty mem¬ 
bers have been conducting meetings 
to discuss possible changes in both 
degree programs off and on for the 
past five years, said Dean of Arts and 
Sciences Robert Smith. 

Three proposals were created last 


spring - two for the B.A. and one for 
the B.S. On Aug. 16, the Arts and 
Sciences Curriculum Committee tpet 
and approved a revised draft for each 
degree. 

“The faculty did a good job of 
assuring a quality degree and of put¬ 
ting the students first,” Smith said. 

At the meeting held on Sept. 27, 
the Undergraduate Council discussed 
and approved the proposals for both 
degrees, after $pme discussion of the 
added Computer Science require¬ 
ment. 


The proposed degree changes will 
go before the Faculty Senate at its 
meeting on Oct. 18. If approved, the 
proposals would then require ap¬ 
proval by Chancellor Margaret Perry. 
The changes could go into effect as 
soon as Fall 1995. 

There are several reasons why these 
changes were proposed. Smith said. 
One re&son was budget concerns. 

“We had to shift the enrollment. 
There simply is not enough money to 
pay for the resources for the courses 
currently required,” he said. “We

Hollis says UTM may replace pacer mascot

The pacer, UTM’s mascot since 
1970, may be replaced as early as 
next year as part of the image changes 
being considered by university offi¬ 
cials. 

UTM Athletics Director Benny 
Hollis and Director of University 
Relations Bud Grimes were recently 
given the go-ahead from the chan¬ 


cellor to examine the possibility of a 
new mascot and to try to come up 
with a new UTM logo. 

“From what I can tell, and it's, not 
just my opinion, people don’t ex¬ 
actly understand what'a pacer is," 
Hollis said. "I think (the possibility 
of changing mascots by next yearns 
going to be studied very carefully.” 

Administrators are also trying tq 
create an original logo to put on 
athletic paraphernalia and univer¬ 
sity documents that would be in¬ 


stantly associated with UTM. 

"We would like to have something 
that would be distinct and would 
give a positive identification for 
UTM," Hollis said. 

Hollis and several other adminis¬ 
trators presented their ideas to SGA 
Cabinet last week to get student opin¬ 
ion of the changes, and the reaction 
was very positive, he said. 

Grimes said they will seek the 
opinions of people associated with 
the campus and take their ideas to a 


professional marketing agency. J 

“I think we will have at minimum 
a new logo or logofc by next year,” 
Grimes said. “The pacer as a mascot 
is subject to change if enough people 
agree it should be changed. What it 
may be changed to. I don’t know." 

Minor changes in the UTM color 
scheme may also be considered. 
"There’s a chance.a little more (em¬ 
phasis on) blue will be in the color 
scheme, but the same basic colors 
will stay,” Grimes said.

Changes for the better 
in B.S., B.A. degrees 

For the first lime in 20 years, a change is being made in the curricu¬ 
lum of the School of Arts and Sciences. Human nature lends to make 
people fear change, but sometimes change is for the best, as is the case 
in this situation. , 

As it stands, the bachelor of arts degree differs from the bachelor of 
science degree in only two ways. One of the main reasons stated for 
instigating the change in degrees was to differentiate more between the 
two. In essence, to make the B.A. more of a B.A. and the B.S. more of a

B.S. In this, the A&S Curriculum 
Committee has been very successful. 

It is important for students in the 
School of Arts and Sciences to let 
faculty members know that you 
support the changes that have been 
made. It is also important, however, 
for students to be aware of how the 
changes will affect them, if the) are 
approved by the Faculty Senate. 
Students who arc not going to 
graduate until after the changes take effect may decide to follow the 
new requirements, because students may choose to graduate under the 
requirements stated in any catalog published while they are enrolled. 
This means that a student who enrobed in fall 1992 may graduate under 
any catalog from the years 1992-96. 

Therefore, if you are a sophomore, for example, who is pursuing a 
B.A. degree and has completed no more than one of the two science 
sequences currently required, you may choose to graduate under the new 
cumculum requirements. This would mean that you wouldn’t have to 
worry about cramming those additional science courses into your 
already-packed Schedule next semester. 

Students, however, should not use these changes as gm excuse to 
lighten (heir load or to avoid particular classes. These courses are 
required to give students a more diverse knowledge of what is going on 
in the world around them so they are better educated when they leave. 

If and when the changes are approved, students should carefully 
examine the new degree programs with their advisers before deciding to 
change from one year’s catalog or one degree to another. This is what 
the adviser is there for - to give you advice about which classes to take 
to best serve your career choice. Therefore, advisers should also be 
aware of these changes and educate themselves about them so they can 
help students decide which route is the best for them to take. 

We urge all faculty members to support these changes and for the 
members of the Faculty Senate to follow the Undergraduate Council’s 
lead in approving them without amendment.

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Tibetan monks bring 
sacred rituals to UTM

Ten Tibetan Buddhist Monks from the 
Drcprung Loseling Monastery will perform 
their sacred dance and music for world peace 
and healing at 8 p.m. Oct. 3 in the Fine Arts 
Auditorium. 

“It should be as interesting and vafied a 
program that has ever been presented on this 
campus. Our whole season emphasizes multi¬ 
cultural performing art presentation." said 
Douglas Cook, associate professor of Theatre 
and former president of the Fine Arts Council. 

The Tibetan Buddhist Monks will present 
their sacred, music With musical instruments, 
such as a 10- foot long dunchen trumpet. drums, 
bells, cymbals and gyaling horns. It is be¬ 
lieved that each musical instrument is the 
creation of a saint of the past who was bom 
from mystical vision and transmitted over the 
generations in an unbroken oral tradition. 
These sacred instruments are used to contrib¬ 
ute to the healing of the listener as well as 
planetary harmony. 

Exotic costumes and masks will also be 


used for each dance performance, such as 
"Utterly Severing the Ego Syndrome," “Dance 
of the Skeleton Lords," and'*lnccnsc Offering 
and Auspicious Song for World Peace.” 

The Drcprung Loseling Monastery was es¬ 
tablished in 1416. housing 10,000-15,000 
monks. It was here that people from Tibet, the 
Himalayan kingdoms of north India and re¬ 
gions as far north as Siberia and Burait of 
eastern Russia were educated. 

However, after the Chinese Communist in¬ 
vasion of Tibet in 1959, 6.500 monasteries 
were destroyed. Fortunately, 220 monks were 
able to escape and rebuild a monastery in 
Karnataka State, South India. 

The monks were able to preserve their 
traditional way of learning and culture. The 
re-established Drcprung Loseling Monastery 
is now home to more than 2,200 monks.

But now that Hodges and his friends 
are an official campus club.

Though it’s taking time for the 
wheels of progress to turn, more 
students arc getting involved in the 
clubs and making headway for orga¬ 
nizing competitive schedules with 
teams on other campuses.

full lime faculty will be available to 
teach Computer Science. 

Other important reasons forchang- 
ing the degrees. Smith said, were to 
create a more substantial difference 
between the B.A. and the B.S.; to 
help improve ACT-COMP scores, 
particularly in the areas of art and 
music; to increase the flexibility of 
required courses and to increase the 
number of hours available for elec¬ 
tives or upper-division courses. 

No changes have been made to 
either curriculum since 1972, Smith 
said. 

The proposed changes in both de¬ 
grees will affect factors other than 
just staffing, Smith said. 

"The changes are like knocking 
down dominos. We can ’ t predict what 
effect the changes will have.” 

Possible impacts include a drop in 
enrollment in certain courses, which, 
in turn, could cause a reduction in the 
size of those classes or a decrease in 
the nu mber of sections offered; some 
departments dropping the option of 
allowing students tochoose between 


the B.A. and B.S.; and a change in 
the number of students pursuing a 
B.A. degree compared to those pur¬ 
suing a B.S. degree. 

Perhaps the most important im¬ 
pact will be the effect on students - 
both those beginning enrollment af¬ 
ter the changes are instated (if ap¬ 
proved) and those already enrolled. 

According to this year’s university 
catalog, a student is •’Mowed to sat¬ 
isfy requirements for a bachelor's 
degree under any catalog in effect 
within 10 years of the graduation 
date, provided that he/she is cnfblled 
full time when the catalog was in 
effect. 

This means that a student may 
choose to follow the requirements 
slated in any catalog published after 
he/she enrolled. 

“A studcrff^hould ndt make the 
decision on whether to pursue the 
B.A. or B.S. by picking or choosing 
requirements. The students should 
look for what is the best complement 
for his/her major,” Smith said.

Pacer running woes continue

And this year the Pacers, appar¬ 
ently. can’t run. 

The inablility to establish any 
sort of rushing game hurt UTM for 
the second consecutive week, as 
the Pacers were shut out, 10-0. 
against SEMO Suturday night at 
Cape Girardeau, Mo., in their first 
QVC matchup of the season. 

Pacer runningbacks combined 
for a meager 33 yards rushing for 
the outing and produced only six 
yards in the entire second half. The 
Pacers' lackluster rushing perfor¬ 
mance came a^wcck after being 
held to just one yard total rushing 
against Lane College. 

"Not establishing any running 


game hurt us,” said Pacer coach 
Don McCleary. “We’re just going 
to have to get belter execution on 
the offense to improve as a footbal I 
team.” 

The Pacers’ poor performances 
on the ground forced the offense to 
attempt 41 passes and suffer five 
interceptions. UTM’s offense con¬ 
trolled the ball for only 24:51. 
which is the Pacers' average time 
of possesion after three games. 

The leading rusher for UTM was 
quarterback Todd Mather, whose 
37 yards on eight carries came 
almost exclusively on undesigned 
scrambles. 

After three games, the Pacers’ 
rushing numbers are at the bottom 
of the barrel in the OVC. UTMris 
averaging only 49.7 yards rushing 
per game with an OVC-low 1.8 
yard-per-cany average.
